EC ‘deeply deplores’ Israel’s 
tactics as ‘illegal and repressive’

BONN — The 12 nations of the 
European Economic Community 
yesterday “deplored” Israeli tactics 
in the territories as “illegal and re- 
pressive.” At the same time, the EC 
foreign ministers called for restraint 
by all parties in the territories. 

The European nations “deeply 
deplore the repressive measures 
taken by Israel, which are in viola- 
tion of international law and buman 
rights... These measures must 
stop,” the ministers said in a joint 
statement. : 

Senior officials in Jerusalem last 
night found some “‘positive points” 
in the statement, although they said 
that it would not contribute to the 
peace process. “The verbiage is 
more moderate than what some ex- 

ed,” a senior official said, “but 
it is harsh enough.” 

The officials noted the use of the 
word “deplore” — rather than the 
harsher “condemn™ — in the refer- 
ence to Israel's handling of the dis-. 
turbances in the territories. This se- 
mantic change is thought to he the 
result of concerted efforts during the 


past few days by Israeli diplomats in 
all 12 EC capitals and of subsequent 
Dutch and West German lobbying. 

The Netherlands and West Ger- 
many reportedly opposed Greek 
and British demands for tougher 
stand against Israel. — 

Dutch Foreign Minister Hans van 
de Broek asserted that any strong 
condemnation of Israel at this mo- 
ment “would be counter-produc- 
tive” and would not “encourage the 
Israeli government to move into 
some kind of peace process,” diplo- 
matic sources said. 

“Jt would be difficult for Europe 
to help the peace process if we don’t 
have the confidence of all the parties 
involved,” the Dutch minister re- 
portedly said. 

Jerusalem officials welcomed the 
fact that the Europeans had not de- 
cided on any independent and active 
diplomatic initiative which would

Arbitrators to tour Taba area

The five international arbitrators 
dealing with the Taba controversy 
between Israel and Egypt will con- 
duct a tour of the disputed area next 
Wednesday, officials in Jerusalem 
said yesterday. 

"The five jurists — from Sweden, 
Switzerland, France. Egypt and Is- 
rae] — will hold talks in Cairo be- 
fore their visit to Taba, and in Jeru- 
salem after it.

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efforts until March 1. Sources in Je- 
rusalem said last night that the ex- 
tension is a sign of the countries’ 
willingness to achieve a compromise 
solution, but added that “the two 
sides remain far apart.”

Autopsy:

There was no evidence 
found where Waldheim protested 
against injustice which he could, 
without any doubt, easily 
recognize.” 
The commission was not prepared 
to accept Waldheim’s claim that it 
was necessary for him to fulfil his 
duty “because even in war, military 
duties do not have a general 
validity.” 

Waldheim had hoped the report 
would end accusations linking him 
to Nazi war crimes, but last night it 
appeared to have had the opposite 
effect. “In the report, there are no 


indications of personal culpable ac- 
tions on the part of the federal presi~ 
dent,” Chancellor Franz Vranitzky 
told a news co: after receiv- 
ing the report. “But there were very 
many critical observations made 
about [bis] wartime role.” 

Vranitzky declined to say whether 
the report would bave political con- 
sequences for Waldheim.

Hospital strike into 10th day

PEDU'EL — “Take the road from 
the south and you won't have to 
worry,” Gabi Ellinson said over the 
phone as we arranged to meet at this 
tiny West Bank settlement, some 12 
Pitmenes southeast of Petah 


It was quiet on the barely-trav- 
elled route winding in and out of a 
valley. Sheep meandered down the 
road; a stone the shepherd picked 

* up was thrown at the sheep and not 
the traveller. 

The wooden guardhouse at the 
entrance to the fenceless settlement 
was empty. The barrier was wide 


open. 

“There have been no attacks on 
Samaritan settlements. Never,” El- 
linson said in his caravan’s book- 
lined living room. 

Twenty five families-live at Pe- 
αὐ εἰ and all the men except the 


secretary and Ellinson (who imports 
Italian vending machines) work in 
the greater Tel Aviv area. The army 
assigns several soldiers to guard the 
settlement, and the women who stay 
home with the pre-school children 
say they feel safe. 

They feel safe also because many 
women lead a fairly secluded life. 
Going to town for a dinner or a show 
means travelling for an hour and a 
half. Few friends come out here. 
Instead, the settlers have lectures 
and parties. Last week they bought 
8 central video system for Pedu’ el. 

The trouble is “far away,” Ellin- 
son said. “We hear about road- 
blocks and fire bombs — but you 
won't find those around here.” 

The residents talked about their 
friendly relations with Kafr a-Dik, 
tucked on a slope several kilometres 
east of here. Residents of the settle- 
ment and the village have been to 
one another's celebrations. In the 


summer, when their supplies dwin- 
dled, the Arab villagers came to Pe- 
du’el for water. A pediatrician, the 
brother of one of Pedu’el’s residents, 
circumcised some of the a-Dik boys. 

At the day creche, Nurit Brukner 
picked up one-year-old Elad and 
hi him, ignoring his running 
nose. “Right that we feel good 
here?” she asked him.

Domestic shortages are ‘seen in 
queues for bread. The shortage of 
wheat means that a greater propor- 
tion of corn meal is used — with the 
result that loaves of bread crumble 
easily and it is best not to cut them 
for a couple of days after baking. 
Staples like salt and soap are not 
always readily available. 

Government spending is soaring 
with a civil service which has proba- 
bly doubled since independence. 
The latest cabinet reshuffle in Janu- 
ary doubles the number of ministers 
and deputies to a startling 50 — half 
the complement of the elected mem- 
bers of parliament. Vastly greater 
numbers of children are at schoo] — 
but many cannot get jobs when they 
complete their education. Nor is 
there any coherent pian for dealing 
with the rising tide of 
anemployment. 

On the other hand, there is no 
doubt that considerable energy and 
resources have had to be diverted 
into ending the violent dissent in the 
Ndebele area of the country.

Germans deeply unhappy about

So too with the Afghan question. 
Given the Russian desire to get out 
of Afghanistan and the Western de- 
sire to concentrate on the big issues 
of disarmament, the thought that it 
is now time to ditch the guerrillas 
and get ahead with peace is a seduc- 
tive one. 

It should be resisted. In the end, 
the question of Afghan’s future is 
not a Western one, it is an internal 
one. No peace with honour is possi- 
ble without the cooperation of the 
guerrillas that have fought for so 
long and they don’t want a neat 
political consensus arrangement. 
They shouldn't be forced to take it. 

So with disarmament questions. 
Weapon replacement and bases are 
matters for Europe and the Alli- 
ance. If the Allies are not agreed, 
then they should delay things until 
they can sort out their own views. 
To allow the Soviets to scratch away 
at the differences in the haste for 
progress is stupidity.

Division of the Ministry of Industry 
and Trade, believes that one of the 
greatest achievements of the indus- 
try has been its change in orienta- 
tion from depending primarily on 
imports to maintaining a balanced 
trade figure: Today, the country ex- 
ports almost the same amount of 
food that it imports — about $1 bil- 
lion worth in each direction. 

Of the 510. in doodstuffs import- 
ed, some 70 per cent comprise “raw 
products” such as livestock fodder 
(about $250 million), wheat ($200 
m.) and soy beans ($135 m.). The 
exports can be divided into two 
main categories: fresh fruit and veg- 
etables (about $600 m.), and pro- 
cessed foods (about $400 m., of 
which more than half is 
citrus products while meat products, 
in second place, total $58 m., and 
non-fresh fruits and vegetables, $20 
m. each). 

Total production in the processed 
food sector reached about $4 b. last 
year, according to Levy. Meat prod- 
ucts ‘comprise about 27-per cent of 
total production, 
then come bread, pastry and other 
flour products (17 per cent), dairy 
products (16 per cent), sweets (eight 
per cent), processed vegetables and 
fruits (seven per cent). and wines 
and spirits (five per cent). 

Levy is optimistic regarding im- 
provement in both the quantity and 
quality of foods produced for local 
consumption and export. 

“T believe that we are now begin- 
ning to witness a revolution that will 
not only improve the state of the 
industry in general, but will enable 
us tO increase exports. Farmers are 
starting to grow produce especially 
for industry, which till now mainly 
bad to accept biemished fruits and 
vegetables. We have already seen 
the first signs of this in the frozen 
foods sector, which now receives 
most of its produce from farmers 
who grow the various items accord- 
ing to strict specifications.” 

_ Levy Ler = the cultiva- 
tion, now taking place in an experi- 
mental framework, of apples and 


citrus fruits for industry as a poten- 
tially profitable venture; these items 
do not require the spraying and spe- 
cial labour-intensive harvesting and 
sorting work necessary for consum- 
er-oriented produce. 

“Take, for example, tomatoes. 
For a number of years, farmers have 
been growing tomatoes specially for 
industry; they have special qualities 
that make them suitable for this pur- 
pose and are planted in such a way 
that they can be easily harvested en 
masse mechanically. 

“The only problem with this is 
that when fresh, ripe tomatoes are 
scarce and the prices start to sky- 
rocket, the ‘industrial’ tomatoes 

_tend to be sent to the market where 

they fetch a higher price. The posi- 
tive side of this is that the existence 
of this ‘reservoir’ of fresh tomatoes 
means that the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture can ensure that the prices of 
tomatoes wilf not go up too much 
and will not contribute to a rise in 
the cost of living index. Of course, 
the processing plant managers are 
usually not too happy about this sit- 
uation since they sometimes receive 
fewer tomatoes than anticipated.” 


MINISTRY of Trade officials are 
disappointed by the fact that food 
exports to the American market 
have generally not grown according 
to expectations. Objective factors 
such as the weakening of the dollar 
are partly to blame, Levy notes, for 
encouraging Israeli exporters to in- 
crease their sales to Europe instead 
of trying to penetrate the U.S. mar- 
kets. Some companies are concen-

Today in the industry, sources 
confirm, there seems to be a trend 
towards moving away from the use 
of brand names and switching to 
what is termed “private labels.“ 
‘This means that manufacturers pro- 
ducing goods under the aame of a 
particular supermarket chain lose 
their own “identities” per se, but 
attract buyers by selling the private- 
label product for about 20 to 30 per 
cent less than the brand-name item. 


The Ministry of Industry and 
Trade’s food division aids industry 
in a variety of ways, including work- 
ing with the Export Institute to 
boost sales abroad, promoting par- 
ticipation in different specialized 
shows and exhibitions, taking part in 
financing research and development 
projects, and helping industrialists 
receive low-interest loans for autho- 
rized plants and grants (sometimes 
covering up to 40 per cent of the 
total cost) for erecting such plants.

Researchers in the 
Rishon centre are also setting their sights on cultivating different types of 
berries — first among them, blueberries. 


PROF. IRENA Ryiski, head of the ARO’s vegetable crop department. tells 
us that it is difficult to compare the situation “in our vegetable patch” today 
to that of a few decades ago. { 

“When I arrived in the country and at the institute about 30 years ago, 
Israelis were raising and eating only the basics — such as tomatoes, cucum- 
bers, lettuce and eggplants. , all or nearly all of the vegetables grown 
here then were from foreign stock. Israeli varieties were nearly non- 
existent.” 

One of the greatest local breakthroughs in vegetable research, Ryiski 
notes, occurred about 25 years ago when the founder and former head of her 
department, Dr. Yisrael Slommnitski, started to grow vegetables in plastic 
sleeves. This, together with the concurrent development of Israeli varieties, 
both enabled farmers to grow vegetables nearly anywhere in the country and 
to bring vegetables to market at different times of the year because of 
climatic differences in those areas. 

This also proved a boon to exports since the early-ripening varieties gave 
the farmers an edge on their foreign competitors. Ν 

“There has been a revolution in their ‘salad bowls’ that Israelis haven't 
even noticed,” says Ryiski. “Today, if because of a disease or some 
other reason, there is a shortage of, say, tomatoes in the market and prices 
soar, there is a big outcry in the country. We have simply spoiled people! 
About 25 years ago, you couldn’t get tomatoes all year long. Now, thanks to 
the efforts of scientists here and at other institutions, we have many types.” 

A few years back, Rylski’s department also started’ work on cultivating 


new types of lettuces, and is now beginning research on lotal development

For Carmel, the sparkle 
returns to wine making

TEL AVIV -- If aging is usually a 
necessary and desirable ingredient 
in winemaking, it certainly wasn't 
for the Carmel Mizrahi Cooperative 
a few years ago. 

The hyperinflation of the early 
1980s, which came to an abrupt halt 
in July 1985_with the implementa- 
tion of the Economic Stabilization 
Pro , took a heavy toll on 
Israel's largest winemaker. While 
other companies sought to tush their 
stocks to consumers before they 
were devalued by inflation, the win- 
eres were . 

“In this industry, you can’t do a 
rapid turnover of stocks,” says 
Avaraham Ben-Moshe, who came 
to Carmel after stints in the auto and 
retail industries. “Part of your 
products you improve by aging. 
There’s no rapid tumover.” 

With inflation running at more 
than 300 per cent a year, Ben- 
Moshe says the cost of keeping stock 
was “terrible.” 

During the same period, Carmel 
cut the price it paid its cooperative 
members for grapes as a way of 
making up for high grape prices in 
the preceding years. In 1985, the 
grape growers received $50 a metric 
ton on the benchmark Carignan va- 
riety. At that price, growers weren't 


even recouping their costs and since . 


Carmel processes 70 per cent of all 
Israeli grapes. the squeeze drove 
many growers out of business. 

In addition, Carmel's organiza- 
tion itself was in disarray, with a 
turnover of four general managers 
within eight years. 

Since those years, when its finan- 
cial footing became increasingly 
precarious, Carmel, and its member

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A sorry spectacle 


CAUGHT flatfooted by the spontaneous popular uprising in 
the occupied territories, the PLO is now set to hurl a ship at 
the “Zionist entity.” 

Flying the Greek flag, and renamed Al Awda, or The 
Retum, the ship is to carry 100-odd PLO operatives, support- 
ers and people exiled from the territories, to Israel's shores. 
Accompanied by a large contingent of newsmen these wor- 
thies are ἃ to help turn the attempted replay of the old 
saga of the ship Exodus into a grand public relations exercise 
on behalf of the oppressed Palestinian People and their sole 
legitimate representative, the PLO. 

The analogy with the Eretz Yisrael-bound wartime and 
post-war Jewish refugee vessels is deliberate, and it is obscene. 
It should take no great hasbara effort on Israel's part to blow 
this latest PLO propaganda gimmick.out of the water, even 
without turning the vessel if or when it tries to cross into Israeli 
territorial waters. 

It would, however, require that the government make it 
clear that such security measures as it takes, including deporta- 
tions, are motivated by a single legitimate purpose: to main- 
tain law and order in the occupied territories pending the start 
of peace negotiations, if need be under an international um- 
brella, and within the framework of Resolution 242, in which 
Israel will nor seek wholesale annexation. 

The chances of any such authoritative statement coming out 
of Jerusalem these days must, however, be counted slimmer 
than slim. The operative Israeli argument is generally ynder- 
stood to be that it is Israel's right, under the Camp David 
autonomy scheme, to insist on retaining every square inch of 
occupied territory. 

It is this very argument which lends an air of credence to the 
ΡΟ" current propaganda line, which is aimed at diverting 
attention from the monomaniac line of the Palestinian Cove- 
nant. The issue between the Palestinians and Israel, the PLO 
“mainstream’’ now contends, is not Israel's existence, nor 
even its security, but rather Israel's denial to the Palestinians 
of the right to a piece of land which they can call their own, and 
in which they will not be in exile. That is what the launching of 
The Return is meant to symbolize. _ 

’ The prime minister, however, seems unperturbed. Con- 
vinced that the Palestinians’ true homeland is Jordan, he 

* appears to believe that the main problem is the Palestinians’ 
failure to recognize so obvious a fact. The world at large is, of 
course, afflicted by a similar moral blindness, refusing to 
believe that, in the present Israeli-Palestinian contest, it is still 
the Israelis who are the victims. 

A cure may nevertheless be ready at hand, if only the Jewish 
state takes a leaf from the PLO’s book of propagan 
theatrics. ᾿ 

Let, for example, an Israeli ship carrying family members of 
some of the hundreds of Israeli victims of PLO terrorism meet 
The Return in midsea, with a press contingent of its own. The 
PLO’s limelight will promptly be stolen, if only in part. True, 
the recent trip to the U.S. of such bereaved family members 
was less than an overwhelming success. But this time, with 
better organization, the same gimmick, it is argued, will lead 

to a wider acknowledgement of the justice of Israel’s, meaning 
the Likud’s, cause. ᾿ 

It is this type of spectacle which the Prime Minister's Office 
is reportedly planning to ing a in the belief that “disturbances” 
of the past two months in the territories can be passed off as 
merely a variety of the familiar PLO terrorism.

MORE than a few Israelis must have been startled to learn 
that under a regulation signed by the transport minister, Haim 
Corfu, as far back as last summer, 1988 car models with 
engines of over 1750 c.c. must be equipped with air-condition- 
ers. From 1989 on the same requirement will apply to all new 
cars with at least 1500 c.c. The reason given for this new 
regulation is that drivers of non air-conditioned cars are overly 
prone to accidents during Israel's long, hot and humid summer 
months. 
Sound logic, this. But then what about rear seat-belts, 
ially for children ? Many new cars now have them, but 
not all, and they are far more valuable in preventing, not 
accidents, it is true, but surely injuries and deaths on the 
toads. And they are far less expensive than air-conditioners. 
Last week, a bill to make the wearing of rear seat-belts 
compulsory for children received an unopposed second read- 
ing in the British House of Commons. No similar bill is 
Teported on its way to the Knesset agenda, nor is Mr. Corfu 
known to be even considering such a measure.

AT THE heart of a lot of good 
news stories — which are not 
neccessarily the same as happy sto- 
ries — is irony, as Israel is going to 
find out in a few days when the 
Exodus 2 sets sail from Greece. 
The Exodus 2 will be loaded to 


the gunwales with a cargo of irony. © 


First of all, there's the basic irony of 
the Palestinians, who for years have 
been claiming they are the Jews of 
the Middje East — homeless, perse~ 
cated, upwardly mobile through 
education —- taking a page out of 
Israel's own history. 

But part of that irony has been 
that until now they've been taking a 
page out of Ze’ev Jabotinsky's ver- 
sion of the historical imperative — 
the all or nothing approach — and 
it’s been an unconscious strategy 
and an unconscionable tactic, con- 
sidering the PLO's claims to having 
onty the best interests. of the Pales- 
tinians in mind. 

The PLO could have come up 
‘with the Exodus 2 idea 17 years ago 
when — and here's another irony — 
an Israeli named Haim Hanegbi 
(who nowadays is the parliamen- 
tarty spokesman for the Progressive 
List for Peace, the party that most 
fervently advocates the two-state so- 
lution) was running a magazine 
called Matzpen which featured a 
small satirical item about a Palestin- 
ian Exodus.

networks would choose the Otto 
Preminger version of the Jewish Ex- 
odus, with Paul Newman at the 
helm, to explain what all the ruckus 
is about. And that, of course, is 
another irony in this story. 


IN ANY case, the name Exodus 
may be full of irony, but there's also 
surprise involved. 

Israelis love to be surprised. They 
were surprised by the victory in 
1967, and theo surprised that the 
possession of the territories didn't 
lead to peace. They were surprised 
by the Yom Kippur War, and then 
surprised when their military victory 
did not translate into a political 
victory. 

They were surprised by Mena- 
chem Begin’s election and Anwar 
Sadat's visit, they were surprised 
that the IDF went further than 40 
kilometres and surprised that Leba- 
non turned into mud.

This is the paradox: the West 
Bank and Gaza do indeed pose 8 
security dilemma for Israel — not 
when they are outside Israel's con- 
trol but when they are inside it. A 
West Bank and Gaza which would 
be part of a Jordanian or Jordanian- 
Palestinian state are a threat with 
which Israel can live, and against 
which it can defend itself just as it 
can defend itself against 50 million 
Egyptians. A West Bank and Gaza 
under Israeli rule are a threat 
against which the whole might of the 
Israeli army may not suffice. 

Israel is becoming a garrison state 
— something which it never has 
been — not because it is living in 
mortal danger of external enemies, 
but because it cannot control every 
stone-throwing and cursing Pales- 
tinfan urchin in Nablus and Gaza. A 
Greater Israel is not more secure, 
but less secure for Israeli Jews. 

It is a difficult lesson to digest. 
Talleyrand, that wily statesman who 
knew how to wield power but also 
what its limits are, put it succinctly 
almost two centuries ago in saying to 
the mighty Emperor Napoleon: 
“Sire, with bayonets you can do all 
kinds of things. Only you cannot sit 
on them.”
